THE NEW OPIUM ORDINANCE. ° 
To the’ Hditor of the Caiwa MALL.’ 
Hongkong, 28th May, 1887. 

Sin, ~Referring to your report-last even- 
ing of yesterday's meeting. of the Legisla- 
tive Council, none of. yourreaders having 
thought for the welfare of this Colony can 
fail to bavesympathised with the Hon, 
¢. P. Ohater’s valuable sugveation to tho 
Government that they: abould acquire by 
arrangement with the Opiam Farmor, a 
shure of the increaséd income accruing to 
him from the working of the new Ordin- 
ance. On the othar-hand, your readets 
will have: followed ont the reasoning of 
the Acting Chief Justice and the Acting 
Attorney-General, whilo the difficulties in 
the way vf the proposed measure, as indi- 
cated by tho Administrator, in the light of 
the. Opium. Farmer’s ‘improbable acquies- 
cence, can ‘hardly be, questioned by any 
one whoreads the proceedings.. Apart from 
this, howover, tho Administrator's frank 
assertion that -the Government might be 
relied on to inorease its revenue where 
practicable, givea hope that any practicable 
alternative will meet with attention, and 
on this aecuunt. I am induced to address 
you because with » view. to attaining the 
objects aimed at by the new. Ordin- 
ance I was on the -point of aending you 
some time sinco a skotoh of a scheme 
wherein I~ propose. omhodying, in. dif. 
forent form, precisely what Mr Chater with 
the astitonoss ‘characteristic of him, has 
pointed out. in the interosts of the, Colony, 
and I think what Chave to suggest furnishes 
au alternat.ve alike fensible aud. effective, 
thangh it necessitates further logislation. 

My suggestion is, that-the revenue Mr 
Chater. would have Guvernment: derive 
from the working of the Ordiuunce ‘be 
collected on the importation, of the Opium 
in the shape of ‘a fee, say $t per chest, ora 
fractional percentage un the value. 

I know this will'call forth’n volley. of ob- 
jections based on the hacknoyad ory about 
the ‘freedom of the port,’ but the Govern- 
ment having instituted a Superintendent of 
Imports and Exports, there is noreason why 
fees for his services: should ‘not-be charged, 
as much as thoso levied by the Government 
for the’ examination of emigrants-by the 
Health Officer, or the survey uf ahips, Ge. 
itc., by the Governmeut Marine Surveyors, 
or in hke manner a‘handred ‘diff:reut other 
branches of the service.

A plan haa just beon started.on the othor 
aide of tho Atlantic which promiaes to ro- 
dress at loast one crying grievance with 
rognrd “to these apparontly indiapensadle 
accompaniments of clothes, A ‘porson of 
enterprise in Now York, it scems, hos 
launched the novel idoa of opening shops 
whore bachelors. and other males whose 
clothing temporarily goes wrong can be 
refitted at o trifling cost and without any 
unnecessary bother or delay. At these 
ostablishmonts there will be attendants 
waiting to sew buttons on to gontlomen’a 
shirta, gloves, collars, coats, and waistcoats, 
to datn socks, to repair rifts in umbrellas, 
and generally to do any mending that may 
be required. It is-neodless to remark that 
these «shops, if dotted about the main 
atrocts of 4 capital, would como oso boon 
and a blessing to the wayfarer, whether 
bacholor or married man, “The-latter class 
of the community ato supposed to ‘bo ina 
position to havo their repairs attandad to 
‘st home; but then a shirt button may 
clicose to wrench itsalf off the neck 
at a moment whon ita owner is miles 
away from hia domicile.
